W HEREAS by an Act passed in the Fourth Year of the preamble. 

Reign of His late Majesty King George the Foui’th, 4 G-. 4. c. 78. 
intituled “ An Act to grant additional Stamp Duties on 
“ certain Proceedings in the Court of Chancery and in the Equity 
5 “ Side of the Court of Exchequer in Ireland,” certain Duties of Stamps 
■were gi’anted and directed to be raised and levied in Ix*eland, for and 
in respect of the Proceedings, Matter’s, and Things enumerated and 
described in the Schedule to said Act annexed : And whereas under 
and by virtue of certain Acts of the present Session of Parliament 
10 for the better Administration of Justice in the Court of Chancery in 
Ireland, the Practice and Course of Proceeding in the said Court of 
Chancery ■will he materially altered, and certain of the Instruments, 

Matters, and Things mentioned in the Schedule to the said Act ai-e 
abolished, and other Instmments, Matters, and Things are sub- 
15 stituted in lieu thereof; and it is expedient that the Schedule to the 
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said recited Act should be altered and amended to provide for the 
new Course of Practice: And whereas ii is expedient that Stamp 
DitHes of a similar Amount to those granted and levied on Pro- 
ceedings in the Court of Chancery in Ireland should also he granted 
and levied on similar Proceedings in the Court of the Commissioners 5 
for the Sale of Incumhered Estates in Ireland, and that the Provisions 
of the said recited Act should he extended to Proceedings in the said 
Court: Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent 
Majesty, and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spi- 
ritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament 10 
assembled, and by the Authority of the same, as follows : 



The Duties I. From and after the Commencement of this Act the several Duties 
to Stamps enumerated and set forth in the Schedule to the said 

u. 78. re- recited Act shall be and the same are hereby repealed ; and in lieu and 

stead thereof there shall he granted, raised, levied, collected, and paid 16 
in Ireland unto Her Majesty, Her Heirs and Successors, for and in 
The Duties 5"espect of the several Instruments and Proceedings in the High Court 
in Schedule of Chanceiy in Ireland, and in the Court of the Commissioners for 
the Sale of Incumhered Estates in Ireland, set forth in the Schedule 
to this Act annexed, the several Suras of Money or Duties respec- 20 
tively inserted and set forth in the said Schedule, over and above and 
in addition to any Stamp Duties or other Duties payable by Law for 
or upon the said several Instruraents, Matters, and Things, or any of 
them ; and all and singular the sevirral Prmylsions of the said 
recited Act (so fur as the same shall he consistent with and shall not 25 
he superseded by the Provisions of this Act) shall he extended to the 
several Instilments, Proceedings, Mattel's, and Things in the said 
Court of the Commissioners for the Sale of Incumhered Estates in 
Ireland, so far as the same or any of them are set forth in the 
Schedule to this Act.
